I waa near the jail about the time the jail 
wa* broken; tbe lattl tnwof deft wat about the 
time he closed his remarks while sitting on the 
horse; I heard those remarks; I had been wait- 
ing to see what effect the writ of habeas corpus 
waa going to have ; many had their minds called 
to that matter by previous transactions; a crowd 
was there waiting to hear from a committee. I 
think deft'* remarks were in relation to the nn- 
fairnees of the Marahal's refniing to obey the 
writ; did not hear Mr. Booth counsel any vio- 
lence; ho did the reverse; he told them all to 
abide by the law; said the law in the end would 
have its just course. The report of the com- 
mittee from Judge Miller hftd beeu made a few 
minutes before. The report was that Judge 
Miller said the man should stay in jail till Mon- 
day and then have a fair examination; also that 
he laid the Marshal should not obey the writ of 
ktbtas corpus. 


Mr. Booth's remarks were made after that re- 


port. Tbe penple there appeared disappointed 
at the report; soon after it the multitude seemed 
to be crowding towards the jail. I know of no 
other cause that lod the people to break the 
jail except thtit report. 


Cross-Examined : 
Don't know who the committee were; think 


Mr. Watkirts announced tho report j they called 
him Watkins; I did not know him. I was dis- 
appointed in Mr. Booth's remark*, for I expect- 
ed somethiug very strong; it was not so; I felt 
interest iu the matter, for ifl had not I should 
not have beeu there. I may have heard Mr. 
Booth's remnrha on the steps, but not enough 
to toll whut he said ; think I heard him speak 
on the Fugitive Slave Law while on the hone.

rested by club law. gome said he wa* knocked 
down; some said tbere was a warrant and 
some said not; 1 did not find oat how it was; 
I went up because I felt interested in it. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY—How long did your 


interest in it last ? 


WITNESS—I feel interest in it yet, sir.— 


[Laughter.] I never seut word to the claim- 
ant that he had better leave in the night, or he 
would be egged. 


Direct resumed:—There were from 3,000 to 


6,000 people there. They all seemed to take 
an interest iu it—seemed to feel that injustice 
had been done the colored man. 


HERIIEIIT REED sworn: 
I was OB a vigilance committee appointed by 


the meeting the day the jail waa broken; the 
committee had a meeting; it was understood 
by the committee that thay should take meas- 
ures to see that the person charged aa a slave 
should not be removed without a trial; a num- 
ber were requested to watch the jail to see 
that he was not taken away; tvu were afraid 
he would be taken away without a trial.— 
It was understood that we were tn use onr ex- 
ertions against any violations of the law, even 
of the Fugitive Slave Law ; we wanted to en- 
sure a trial either before Judge Miller or Jenk- 
ins ; I waa not there at the time of the reacue; 
I left just before. 


Cross examined: 
When I left I had no apprehention that the 


jail would be broken. I went down town to 
my boarding house. I was, on the ground a- 
bout tbe time the Racine Delegation arrived; 
don't recollect AS I saw Mr. Booth there; there 
waa a general impression that the man would 
be removed without a trial; the people were 
requested to soe that it was not done; don't 
know whether any of the committee tried to 
prevent the rescue; tbere was considerable ex- 
citement ; it had died away pretty much till 
the arrival of the Racine Delegation; it ww 
renewed then; think one of the Delegation 
said they came up to see that tlie slave was not 
carried off south, and to arrest Mr. Garland. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY: They made a mis- 


take. They took the slave *onth< and left Mr. 
Garland.

I thought he waa perfectly safe ; I WM pretty 
active that day; it was understood by Mr.
